It is certain that 
Senator' Borah, Poindexter and oth­

peace conference, but administra­ 
tion leaders have adopted the course 
of permitting President Wilson 
to 
put forth his arguments first. 
House and Senate Democrats re ­ 
fuged to worry today over attacks on 
the draft of the league constitution. 
They arc in no hurry to reply to Sen­ 
ator Poindexter, nor will they rush 
into the area against other 
critics, 
who plan to hammer at the league 
from now on. 
Yesterday’s senate demonstration, 
when 
packed galleries 
applauded 
Poindexter’s assaults on the league, 
meant nothing in the absence of de­ 
fense of the league by the man, more 
than anyone else, responsible for it, 
administration senators said. 
In their absence, hostile criticism 
will center the public mind upon the 
league, create interest in the provis­ 
ion- of its reinstitution and thus give 
President Wilson an audience eager 
to hear what he has to say. 
“President Wilson will make the 
civet -pooch to the great American 
jury" said Senator Lewis, democratic!

Sizing Is Important and Too Much 
Stiffening Will Spoil Appearance 
of the Material. 


To have fabrics, after laundering, 
possess their original appearance, care 
must be taken with colored materials 
that they do not fade, and with white 
materials 
that 
they 
remain 
snow­ 
white. 
Aside from this, suggests the 
department of agriculture, much de­ 
pends on the sizing of cloth. 
Too 
much stiffening spoils its appearance 
and too little is quite as bad. 
Most housekeepers use starch for 
stiffening ordinary clothing. 
Starch 
keeps tin* clothes clean longer and also 
acts as an absorbent for stain, ’hus 
saving wear on the filler by making 
excess friction in laundering unnec­ 
essary. Manufacturer* add other sub­ 
stances besides starch to their finished 
mixture and their practices have been 
adopted in home laundry work with 
success. 
For instance, borax gives smooth­ 
ness; paraffin, wax or turpentine gives 
gloss; and alum a certain degree of 
pliability.

whiten is bluing, which counteracts 
the yellow tinge. To use any finishing 
process successfully the mixture must 
be carefully worked into the labr;io to 
insure uniform finish. This is d one by 
dipping in and out of the starch and 
bluing and rubbing well
